J. Hemens, Q.C., Taggart Smyth, Frank 
McMullan and George Joly, held a meeting on 
Tuesday evening, March 8th, to discuss the 
arrangements and the formation of this Loan 
Fund. While final details have not been work- 
ed out, every effort is being made to have the 
Alumni Loan Fund for Loyola Students avail- 
able for use when the College opens in 
October 1960. 


When final plans for the administering of 
this loan have been prepared and the money 
is available, alumni and students will be 
advised.

Open Letter from 
the President 


As the recently elected president of the Loyola Alumni Association, 
I am turning to you both to express my pleasure at the opportunity afforded 
me to work for the alumni, and to set forth briefly the immediate and 
pressing aims of the organization. 


Loyola College is standing on the threshold of a $9,000,000 ex- 
pansion program which will extend over a ten-year period. It is specifically 
intended to provide a new science block with a lecture theatre and science 
library, new main library, new church, new students’ residences, new 
student union building, new gymnasium and other buildings. 


Coinciding with this increase in facilities, the College expects 
that the student body will experience an annual increase of between 12 
and 20 per cent in numbers. 


To succeed in her ambitious plan, Loyola must count on the support 
of many different groups interested in higher education. Thus far she has 
received aid from the Quebec Government, industry and business. She has 
received it also from former students and graduates who acknowledge a 
share of responsibility for Loyola’s expansion. 


The response of the Alumni Association’s members to the first 
phase of the development campaign was outstanding, contributions amount- 
ing to $207.53 per alumnus. After this successful drive we are now re- 
turning to the Alumni Fund for Loyola College, which replaced membership 
dues some years ago. The annual giving for 1960 is now in progress and 
the returns to date are most encouraging. 


But, above all, we must give our Alma Mater our moral support in 
the expansion program she is now embarking on. We can accomplish this 
through membership in the Loyola Alumni Association which is open not 
only to the graduates of Loyola College, but to all who have studied here. 
Every member of the Association should therefore try to enlist those who 
have not, for some reason, joined our ranks as yet. 


We can all pay tribute to Loyola at a time when she aspires to 
obtain, after more than 60 years of superior higher education, her overdue 
recognition aS a university.

Last month, the Rector of Loyola College, Very Rev. 
Patrick G. Malone, S.J., announced the appointment of 
Julius J. Mihalik, formerly of the Toronto Daily Star, as 
Executive Assistant to the Rector in charge of public 
relations and the Development Fund. 


The Executive Assistant — a new administrative post 
created within the college — is responsible for coordi- 
nating the administrative work of the college. He was 
also named Executive Secretary of the Loyola Alumni 
Association. 


Mr. Mihalik, a 31-year-old native of Slovakia, was 
chosen from a great number of candidates who replied to 
an advertisement placed in Canadian newspapers late last 
year. He has been resident in Canada for a number of 
years and holds several degrees from Canadian univer- 
sities. 

He has lived in Czecho-Slovakia, England, Canada 
and the United States and is a naturalized citizen of the 
latter. He speaks, reads and writes six different lan- 
guages and, during the past two years, has been engaged 
on scientific, technical and military translations for the 
Bureau of Translations, Department of the Secretary of 
State, Ottawa. 


During the Korean War, Mr. Mihalik served with the 
U.S. Army Military Intelligence (Psychological Warfare) 
as Chief Linguist of the Sixth Radio Broadcasting and 
Leaflet Group as well as First Sergeant (Company Ser- 
geant Major) of the Headquarters and Headquarters 
Company. 


His journalistic career has been varied. He was a 
reporter in London, England, where he also worked as an 
editorial and feature writer for the Slovak News Service. 
For a brief period he was on the night staff of The Ottawa 
Citizen and recently he was a member of the editorial 
department of The Toronto Daily Star. 


He holds the following degrees: Bachelor of Com- 
merce from Czecho-Slovakia, Bachelor of Arts from 
Montreal, Bachelor of Journalism from Carleton University 
in Ottawa, Master of Arts from the University of Ottawa 
and a Certificate in English from Cambridge University. 
He has completed the course requirements for a Doctor of 
Philosophy degree, which he expects to get this year 
from the University of Ottawa.
